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At the end of the last class of a course, it is 
customary for students to applaud their pro- 
fessor as a measure of their appreciation and 
respect. Professor Joseph Crea has always 
told his students to save the hand clapping 
and to put the applause on their final exams. 
It was his way of saying that his reward was 
in a demonstration of his students’ under- 
standing of the subject matter. 

Professor Crea has taught many subjects 
during his years at Brooklyn Law School, 
from Evidence to Torts, and from Criminal 
Law to Corporations. They are years which 
have undoubtedly been filled with reflection 
and reminiscing by Professor Crea over a 
long and fruitful career. His tenure has also 
brought him into the lives of many students, 
practicing lawyers, judges, and fellow law 
professors. 

We, the students of the class of *85, had 
the privilege of Professor Crea’s tutelage 
during one of his last years as a teacher at 
Brooklyn Law School. We have learned the 
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law he taught in a special way. Through Pro- 
fessor Crea’s use of countless illustrations 
and personal experiences we learned the law 
as it lives, as it works, and as it changes over 
time — in short, how the “barrel always 
rolls.” 

Professor Crea’s famous expressions and 
one liners are not mere niceties accumulated 
over the years and used to extract a chuckle 
or retain the attention of his students. They 
are seminal lessons that have withstood the 
test of time; they are lessons that the practi- 
tioner should not be without. While they are 
unlikely to appear in judicial opinions, it is 
likely that Professor Crea’s astute observa- 
tions of historical trends and human nature 
will often serve to explain the fickle course of 
jurisprudence. 

We are grateful to Professor Crea for his 
perseverance and dedication, for his insights 
and vivacity, and for his encouragement. We 
are better for his influence. Professor Joseph 
Crea, we salute you and wish you well.
